Publiestion affords “the
best and easiest means of winnowing the
wheat from the chaff, and of judging
whether a play has any claims to serious
consideration; that Is, to rank as lterature.”

Our Only Repertory

Quite as important, printed playe make
the besat subatitutes In America, almost our
only substitutes, for the repertory theatres
of the Continent, which have kept the best
in dramatle Hterature always within reach
of the playgoer. There are slgns of a4 change
here; more and more revivals and ventures
into repertoires are helng attempted. But, |
in general, a good play once cast aside by
its producer is dead to us except for in-
ferior performances by stock companies.
Thus, for Instance, & most delightful comedy
which had & large vogue & few years back,
Hermann Bahr's “Concert” cannot be re-
gained by those who saw It, or encountered
for the first time by those who were un-
fortunate enough to miss I, As for the
great dramatists of Europe—how many of
them should we ever know If we depended
on Broadway?
